After being in session since !0a. m 
the two comm it teen appointed by the 
Repu blican and Democratic parties to 
agree ii|>on a form of agreement for a 
clean election to be held in this cou nty 
this campaign, came to an u nderstand­ 
ing at 2 : 30 this afternoon. A form of 
agreement was adopted and ^signed by 
the following members of the Repu b­ 
lican committee, E. B. Thomas. J. A. 
Titsworth, Jesse Henley , Thomas K. 
Mu ll and Perry T. Innis, and the fol­ 
lowing members of the Democratic 
committee, Dou glas Morris. F. J. Hall 
•T. T. Arbu ckle, S. O. Norris and P. 
J. Battler. 
The agreement 
is now 
ready for the signatu re of the candi­ 
dates and voters of both parties. 
The agreement 
is 
a compromise 
formed from "those 'su bmitted by oach 
committee and was drawn u p by a 
joint committee consisting of J. A. 
Titsworth and E. B. Thomas, Repu b­ 
licans, and Dou glas Morris and .1. T. 
Arbu ckle, Democrats. 
The agreement 
reads as foMows : 


THE AGREEM ENT. 


For the pu rpose of preventing the 
corru ption of the ballot amTthe viola 
tiou of the election laws in Hu sh 
cou nty , Indiana, at the general elec­ 
tion on November 6th, 1906, and to 
the end that the coming campaign 
may bo free of all things offensive to 
good morals, we, the chairman, vice 
chairman, secretary and treasu rer of 
the cou nty central committee, all can­ 
didates for office, wnose names are on 
the cou nty ticket, the precinct com­ 
mitteemen of each voting precinct, and 
the members 
of the committee ap­ 
pointed to draft this agreement, of the 
Repu blican au d Democratic parties of 
said cou nty , and the u ndersigned c iti­ 
zens, thereof hereby enter into the 
following agreem ent: 
Article 1. We hereby pledge ou r­ 
selves that neither of said parties nor 
Central committees, nor any signer of 
this agreement,"shall directly or iu di 
ertly , give, pay . or promise to pay or 
give any m cnty , reward, or thing of 
valu e, or give or promise forgive am 
intoxicating liqu or on, la fore or aftei 
election day , to any voter or other 
person, for the pu rpose ot indu cing 
any voter to vote for au v candidate, 
or to vote any ticket, or to retrain 
from voting, or to refrain from voting 
for any candidate or ticket. 
This agreement shall prevent any 
candidate from promising any office, 
or appointment or p ace to au v voter, 
the pay ment of voters’ rent, and the 
pay ment of voters to move, going of 
secu rity bv candidates for voters, or 
secu ring of secu rity by candidates for 
voters or the loaning directly or indi­ 
rectly , of money to voters, bv candi­ 
dates. 
In signing this agreement, in the 
absence of any written, sworn, item ­ 
ized 
statement, each candidate de­ 
clares that he has not since his nomi­ 
nation, done au v act itt violation of 
the terms 
of this com pact; and it 
statement is made, he declares that 
nothing has been done by him in con­ 
flict with this agreement 
since his 
nomination, except what is shown in 
su ch statement. 
Article 2. All the money u sed tor 
campaign expenses, 
from 
whatever 
sou rce collected, shall be received by 
au d expended by the respective cou nty 
central committees. 
Within ten day s 
after the election, the cou nty chair­ 
man of each party shall make a sworn 
statement of all expenditu res of cam­ 
paign fu nds of his central committee, 
du ring this campaign 
and 
deliver 
same to the chairman of the opposite 
party . 
Article 3. Legitimate campaign ex- 
js nses are hereby defined to be rent for 
halls and pu blic meeting places, party 
headqu arters, with 
fu rnishing 
au d 
decorations and care of same ; car fare 
and hotel and livery expenses of speak­ 
ers ami escorts; advertising, printing, 
stationery , postage, 
telephone 
au d 
telegraph charges, stenographer and 
clerk hire, campaign literatu re, bands 
and mu sic, exjiense of parades; ex­ 
penses of poll, 'm aking poll book*, 
and pay ment of poll book holder« , au d 
challengers on election d a y ; car tare 
for absent voters, convey ance hire for 
hau ling voters to polls, provided that 
not more than fou r convey ances be 
Ru .sjBSrih. two in Carthage, 
each other precinct in the 
provided fu rther that < a 
be ia charge of on* 
I one Democrat, 


by the respective parties; one-half of 
the convey ances to be u nder control of 
each party , except where only one 
convey ance 
is 
permitted, provided 
fu rther that only a reasonable compen­ 
sation be paid for any of the above 
services or things. 
Article.4 
Each of said cou nty com­ 
mittees shall place in the hands of 
their treasu rer thereof, the su m of 
$150 00 or $300.00 in all, to be held 
by said treasu rers jointly , and to be 
u sed by them in pay ing Cou nsel to as­ 
sist the prosecu tor in prosecu ting vio­ 
lators of the election law. Each chair­ 
man shall be au thorized to employ one 
lawy er, or firm of ’lawy ers, to assist 
the proseeu tqr in any case; whatever 
of said su m remains in the hands of 
said treasu rers on November 6fh, 1907, 
shall be retu rned to the donors of the 
fu nd. 
Article o. No'cmitribu tion of money 
or thing of valu e shall be received 
from any corporation for campaign 
pu rposes. 
Article 6. No one of the u ndersigned 
shall solicit from any candidate any 
gift or su bscription for any chu rch, 
lodge, charitable, benevolent or fra­ 
ternal organization, u nless su ch can­ 
didate be a member of su ch organiza­ 
tion. 
Article 7. That neither of said par­ 
ties shall establish or maintain any 
headqu arters or bu ildings or places of 
any kind where voters may congregate 
on or prior to said election day at or 
near anv'voting place or in any other 
place in said cou nty , except that this 
shall not prevent either party from 
maintaining its regu lar headqu arters 
for the condu ct of its legitimate bu si­ 
ness for said party in any precinct or 
township of said cou nty . 
Headqu arters shall be closed on elec­ 
tion day except for recieving retu rns 
after close of polls.* 
Article 8 If the office of chairman 
or any 'of tha~members of the central 
committee becomes vacant by rosigna- 
t ion'or otherwise, this contract shall 
be binding"u j>on bis snccessor. 
Article 9 We, the u ndersigned can­ 
didates for Prosecu ting Attorney , in 
addition to the 
agreements 
herein 
contained, each do hereby on ou r part 
make the following additional agree­ 
ment: That we will search for testi­ 
mony vigorou sly and prosecu te every 
violation of the election laws of the 
State of Indiana that may come to 
ou r knowledge, and u se every means 
within onr power prior to and after 
said election ; tofhave the provisions of 
this agreement fu lly carried ou t and 
execu ted, ami prosecu te any violations 
thereof. 
Article 10 We, the u ndersigned edi­ 
tors of the papers of Ru sh cou nty , re- 
prestntiog the Repu blican ami Demo­ 
cratic parties, as an additional pledge 
u pon ou rselves, here in say that we 
hav e carefu lly read ami considered the 
agreements of the cou nty central com­ 
mittees ami the candidates for*the vari­ 
ou s offices in Ru sh cou nty with refei- 
ence to the secu ring of a pu re election 
and for the pu rpose of assisting said 
committees in secu ring the desired re­ 
su lt, we hereby agn e that if any vio­ 
lations occu r and come to ou r knowl­ 
edge from the chairman of the Repu b­ 
lican or Democratic committees by 
affidavit, the fact that su ch inform a­ 
tion so fu rnished u s will be pu blished 
in ou r papers. 
Artile U. The intent of this conqmct J 
Is to pu rifv ou r election, to elevate 
the right of franchise and to promote 
the enforcement of the election laws 
and shall he onstru ced with su ch broad 
and liberal ‘intent and pu rpose, and 
not in a narrow tehnial sense. 
Any 
at done directly or indirectly by any 
party to this compact which wou ld be 
in spirit a violation of the elections 
laws shalljte deemed a violation of 
this contract, ami we pledge ou rselves 
that we will lend ou r individu al su p­ 
port as well as the su pport of su ch 
political^parties as far as ou r power 
will enable u s to do, to the prosecu tion 
of au v person who shall violate any 
of the election laws wi Dereference to 
the bribery of voters or the bribery of 
theelection officers in charge of su ch 
election. 
We hereby requ est that every vo­ 
ter of Ru sh cou nty shall sign 
this 
agreement and to the end that all may 
have an opportu nity , a copy thereof 
shall be placed in one or more pu blic 
places in each township.

be known for perhaps twelve hours 
The force of the explosion was hardl> 
noticeable at the mine’s mouth, at 
the entry in which it occurred is tw* 
and a half miles in the mountains, / 
number of men iu the south mine wer 
almost suffocated before they wort 
rescued.
